Gathering of the Storm. 


The day had been close, muggy and 


threatening rain. 
Ruin had been so fre- 


quent of lute that, the inhabitants felt 
little or iu. nlnrm until nl*wt i>;30 vU«w 
heavy 
dull colored clouds gatheii-j 
on 


the western horizon and soon spreod over 
the 
sky gradually growing- denser 
and 


darker presaging a tornado.

iilarm prevailed shortly 
before 


the storm broke mid refuge was sought 
in cellars. wi-lK caves or other under 
ground structure's that promised safety. 
The wind which the moment before hud 
been 
a mere whisper. . began 
blowing

center and in ten minutes awful destruc-

like egg shells. The lighter frame struc- 
ture* were whisked away like so much 
striiw, and ninny houses were carried for 
blocks mill dashed to the cnrtli. Five 
hundred buildings, the finest in the town, 
were food for the elements, nnd when tlie 
storm passed about the. only structures 
of any note standing were the Qilhc.lic 
nud Baptist churches.

untouched, 


and but few people of tho town did not 
receive injuries. 
The lumber yards went 


up in the i-louds, huge plunks being slic- 
ed into shingles. The large iron bridge 
over Apple river wns blown to fragments 
and ports of it were distributed along 
the bunks half n mile a\vny.

tion of the Town to be Flooded 


--Two Lives Lost in the 


Raging Torrents, 


LA CROSSE, June ]3.—One 
of 
the 


most destructive Hoods that ever visited 
this section is raging here. A portion of 
North La Crosse is under water and about 
fifty families have been obliged to .llee to 
the 
high ground for their 
lives. The 


water is slowly receding but a soaking 
rain lias set in nnd it is thought that it 
will rise again, Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Lar- 
son, of Onnlnskn, five miles north of here, 
were drowned while, viewing the debris 
of tlie railroad bridge whicli had been 
swept away. 


The Hood hns taken the earth from n, 


portion of the road bed n.nd while walk- 
ing over one of the supporters from the 
rails one gave way, they plunged into 
the surging waters and were swept away. 
A large crowd witnessed the accident. 


Nearly every railway and wagon bridge 


within 10 miles of the city is washed out.

only ones running-. The mills at Ban- 
gen-, West Salem and Holmen have gone 
out.

Daniel Beardon was brought to 
the 


jail in the patrol wagon about 
4:30 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
He was 


crazy drunk "and great streams of blooil 
spurted from a, wound on his. forehead 
aud it required the united efforts of three 
bflicers to hold him down in the wagon. 


A crowd of. people followed the wagon 


and gazed at the sickening sight. Bear- 
don was literally soaked with blood and 
Ms 'face, hair and neck were 
covered, 


while Officers Peterson, Holborn and Jor- 
genson were also badly smeared 'and the 
wagon looked like the floor of a slaughter 
house. 


People had been lead to believe that 


Keardon had been ejeetecl from a 
Six-, 


tcenth street -saloon and th.it his skull 
was crushed in and the face cut open 
and that he was nearly killed, but such 
was not the case. 
Once inside of the 


jailer's room he fought and cursed like 
a .madman ajid 
blood 
sprinkled 
the 


floor.- 


With difficulty he was got into a cell. 


Dr. Simms was.hastily summoned and 
with the assistance of half a dozen offi- 
cers attempted to administer ehrolofonn 
so as to quiet the man and dress his 
wounds. This was partly successful, but 
not without a desperate fight and all 
concerned being covered with blood. 


, It was found that Reardon's injuries 


simply'consisted of a cut over the -right 
eye and thn-t an artery 
was 
severed, 


which accounted .-for .such an enormous 
flow of blood.. . For hours the man yelled

lop of u transformer, while his head press- 
ed against a live wire above. The top of 
lii» head «us burned off, and so were his 
lu-eU proving that the etinvnt had made 
connections at both ends of'him. 
After 


the current went on through the trims- 
former it blew out all the .fuses at 
the 


tributary stations, still -further proving 
that 'the "juice" from the overhead wire 
went through Crawford and 
into 
the 


transformer under his feet, 


Ye; Crawford still lives. 
Science may never explain this mys- 


tery. Mr. Crawford is an 
cxjierienM.il 


electrician, and lie cannot explain it. If 
he averts that the full 18,000 volts did 
not go through him, he admits Hurt he 
cannot plaisibiy theorize on where it did 
go. There arc several distinct proofs on 
record that he became a, link in a live 
circuit; that a current went through him 
from head to-hoels: that it went on. after 
going through him. with stillicient force 
to blow out a lot of fuses in various parts 
of the adjacent country, and that there 
were 1S,000 volts on the wire when it con- 
nected with the top of Ills head. •

He is 
one of the best read and most clever of 
electricians in the profession, and is so 
well thought of by his employers,.tht Los 
Angeles Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany, that they lire holding his

open for him, awaiting his recovery these 
fourteen weeks, not to mention the eight 
more that, tire to elapse before he can be 
seen again iji his old position.

Jeffries showed .wonderful .speed with 


his left hand. It was with this glove 
that he' aid most damage, until 'in the 
eleventh round he had FiU going with- 
it, and them put the right hand.across. 
The last blow was the first that Jeff 
tried with lihls hand, and it' did the 
trick. It landed flush upon the point 
cf the jaw and'' knocked Fitzsimmons 
insensible to the floor.

He watched 
out carefully for Fltz's hooks, and kept 
away with religious care. 
He simply 


took his time, and with this powerful 
left of his swinging constantly In tho 
Cornishraan's face, he slowly but sure- 
ly battered Bob's countenance until It 
looked like a hugo rosebud.

Jeffries is not a man 
who will shirk a fight In tho future, 
and will meet anybody In the world, 
he says, who may want to fight him 
lor the championship. 


Whether Fitzsimnions fights again 


or not is a question. The Cornishman 
was broken-hearted, and would scarce- 
ly answer a question put to him by his 
most Intimate friends. He realized his 
mistake in tackling the big boiler- 
maker, but blamed nobody and took 
his defeat like a man.

expected' to be wholly effective.

ere thoroughly followed it will probably 
be unnecessary. 


If lame are still found in the apples 


in any considerable numbers toward 
the end of tbe season, place paper bands 
nbont the tree about Sept. 1 or a little 
earlier. Leave them there until the 
frnit is gathered from the orchard; then 
remove and destroy the larvce hibernal- 
ing beneath them.
